In all seriousness, though, I've been trying to figure it out. As a dissociative, maybe ketamine enhances the doping 
effects of the heroin? In the states, ketamine isn't easy to get as it is a controlled substance (normally used in 
veterinary medicine), but I'm not sure in Mexico/South America/etc., so I suppose that the heroin could have been cut 
prior to entering the U.S. I'm working on trying to get more information regarding it, and I did run across an article 
from the DOJ that mentions that one of the possible reasons heroin overdoses in MA (in 2001) could be due to the 
heroin being cut with different agents, including ketamine. I could send you the link if you want (not sure if you'd have 
to/want to share it with the defense counsel).
